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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions v^hich are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13. L 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1,499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-6, drawn to an inforrhation reproduction apparatus having a rotation control 
selection section for selecting CLV or CAV control sections based on an information length of 
continuous information recorded on a recording medium, classified in 369/47.45. 

Group II, claims 7-17, drawn to an information reproduction apparatus having a rotation control 
selection section for selecting CLV or CAV control sections based on whether or not information 
to be reproduced is moving image information, classified in 369/47.41. 

Group III, claims 18-20, drawn to an information carrier having a plurality of information 
recording areas separated along a radial direction and designated based on a continuous read-out 
data length, classified in 369/275.3. 

Group IV, claims 21-24, drawn to an information recording apparatus having a recording section 
that records continuous information in to a corresponding recording area depending on the 
information length, classified in 369/59.25. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Invention groups I, II & IV are related as subcombinations useable together, but each are 
drawn to the special technical feature as noted supra, where each respective feature is not 
required by the other subcombinations. Groups I & II have separate utility with recording 
apparatus. Group IV has separate utility with reproduction apparatus with selective region 
processing control. Invention Group III is related as a subcombination having a special technical 
feature as noted supra that is not required by the combination apparatus of Groups I, II & IV. 
Group III has separate utility with reproduction apparatus having selective region processing 
control. 
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3. In the event Group II is elected, this application contains claims directed to more than one 

species of the generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because 

they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: the determination means including determining whether 
information is a moving image information based on: 

a. Information length, as in claim 10 

b. Input command, as in claim 1 1 

c. Presence of a regional code, as in claim 12 

d. Presence of defect management information, as in claim 13 

e. File extension, as in claim 14 

f. Parental lock restraint, as in claim 1 5
